This, of course, can not apply to passes 


issued on lines wholly within the state, 
The iuter-state commerce law does not, 
and can not.regulate the method of trans- 
porting passengers or freights, for in 
stance in Wisconsin; but the law does 
prohibit a railway corporation from 
issuing a oompluuoutary pass which shall 
carry a person into another state. 
That 


becomes an inter-stato matter which 
congress has tho power to regulate. 
So 


ths railway companies can continue to 
issue railway passes to bo used within 
the stato of Wisconsin, -without in any 
manner violating the provisions ot the 
mtsr-state commerce law.

'hat solemn day, and was so regarded by 
the press of the country. 


The remembrance of that tribute day 


to Mr, Hondriokp, naturally brought 
Senator Spooner foiomcst as a eulogist 
ot General Logon. It was very fitting 
that should be done, and we particularly 
ask the readers of' the Gazette to read 
the following passages from the splen- 
did oration delivered before a full senate 
and crowded galleries on Wednesday: 


No manly man f jmid it difficult to 


repair, without loss of self-respect, a 
quarrel with John A. Logan. He was, 
in many ways, a proud man. He carried 
tor a quarter oc a century upon bis body 
wounds received io, battle, fie bore 
without complaint racking pains, born 
ot the privations of the soldiers' life, of 
the pelting storm, the comfortless bed 
upon the frozen earth, the cold, weari- 
some march, tho sleepless nights and toil- 
some days. Standing in his place on the 
IGch day of March last, he said: 


"I could say—but I dislike to mention 


jayselt—that I was entitled to a pension 
early in the war, and have be<;n ever 
since tho war, but I have never asked fur 
it, and never expect to." 


Mr. President, we now know that 


there were times in bis later years when 
the days were dark, and when the etross 
ot financial embarrassment pressed him 
hard, but he was too proud and delicate 
to claim the pension which was his due 
under the laws which he had been so 
potential in fashioning and in enacting. 
I hope, if the words I am about to utter, 
are a bin against tho proprieties of this 
occasion, that I shall be forgiven, but 1 
do not doubt that as ho stood there, 
announcing to tne senate and to the 
country h<s right to a pension, he had 
...biding faith that should ho, in the provi- 
dence ot God, be first called the people 
whom he had served so long and so well 
would pay, not grudgingly, but as in 
cheerful payment of a debt of honor, to . 
ho womanly woman who in all the years 
of his growth had kept pace with him, 
who had been his love, his pride, bis 
companion, that which was hia due. but 
which he had forborn to claim. That is 
no lull tribute to the memory of John A. 
jogan which takes no thought of her 
whose life has been a part of his life, 
and whose fame is linked iueparably 
with his fame. 


W hat tenderer, sweeter tribute OBU the 


American people pay to his memory than 
o place above the vicissitudes ot life tho 
woman who was ever by his side; not 
lone in the hour of triumph, bnt in the 
lour of pain and suffering; not alone in 
;his beautiful capital oity.jbutin the rude 
.capital on tho banks ot the distant 
western river, where he lay wounded 
iigh unto death ? He died in the service 
if his country, and we know from him 
—for he, "being de»a, yet epeaketh,"— 
bat his strength and vigor were sapped 
and mined by the privations and tho 
wounds of war. "Can that man be dead 
whose spiritual influence ia upon hia 
cmd? He lives in glory; and his speek- 
rjg dust has mow of lite than half its 
ireathing molds." 


Then camo tho closing sentence of tho 
ulogy—simple in words but touohingly 
<eautiful in thought: 
How difficult it ;s to think of him as 
cad. He will live, sir, in the hearts of 


men until tho history of bis time shall 


ave faded utterly away. With each re- 
urnmg May, wherever there is a soldier's 
;rave—and where la there not a soldier's 
rave?—the people now living and those 
o oome after us will remember the uame 
f Logan, the patiiot, soldier, orator, and 
talesman, and will bring in honor of bis 
memory, the beautiful flowers of the 
iprmgtime, and the sweet incense of 
iraise and prayer.

INDICTING NEW ORLEANS GAMBLEftS. 


A "Cliurltnfolo" Schema Jlroltcn Up— 


I'rottpocU Tor the Futuro, 


NEW OULKANS, Feb. 11.—Tbo grand jury 


has returned seventeen indictmonta against 
thirty-ono of tbo wealthiest gamblers in this 
city. Gambling has boon publicly conducted 
horo over sinco tho war, but for tho list aii 
years each houso has boen compelled to pay 
tho city a largo sum monthly for charitable 
purposes. This was clearly agalmt tho law, 
but tho city authorities contendod that they 
could not suppress tho ovil and it was better 
that tho city should derive somo financial 
benefit from tho buslnou. Until recently 
tho gamblers' fund had boon dovolod to tho 
maintunanco of tho Shakespeare olms-houso, 
and tbo gamblers bolieva tbo diverting of 
revenue to other purposes is the main cause 
o£ tho indictments. A number of -wealthy 
gamblors surrendered themselves and gave 
bond. 
Tho penalty for gambling in this 


stato is from Jl.OOU to 55,000 flno for tho 
first offenso, and ^,000 to $10,1100 and Im- 
prisoi:mont for tho second. This law, how- 
ever, only afTocLs banking games, conse- 
quently no indictments have boon returned 
against kono and pokor rooms. Tho gam- 
blors, it is believed, will pay their fines and 
continue to conduct ttio business by a sys- 
tem of polico bribery, as was done bef oro the 
arrangement that oxisted up to Thursday, 
which was made with tho mayor.

WASHINGTON CITV, Fob. 11.—The pro- 


test of tho Republican mambors of tbo In- 
diana legislature against tho validity ot riio 
election o£ D. S. Turpio <is United Statos 
senator was prosontod in tbo senate Thursday 
and referred to tho elections ccmmittoo. Tho 
Chinese indemnity bill was received from 
tbo house, and after a statomont by Ed- 
munds to tho effect that there was no mate- 
rial difference between the houso and the 
senate bills it was passed. Tho sor-nto con- 
ferroes on tlio bill repealing tho pre-emp- 
tion, timber culturo and dosort land laws 
reported a disagreement, and asktxl that a 
now comroittoo bo appointed, which was or- 
dorod. Tho difference between house and 
•onate on this bill is that tho sonato insists 
that whore an alleged fraudulent titlo IH 
attacked tho question shall bo doMdod in tho 
courts instead, of by tho land ofQco as tho 
houso insists upon. A bill V.-QS reported for 
tho division o£ Illinois into judicial districts. 
An appropriation ot $i.TO,000 for a branch 
soldiers' and sailors' homo west of tho Rocky 
mountains, and appointing 03 manager until 
1802 J. A. Tfaymiro, o£ San Francisco, was 
passed. - Tho bill for tbo protection ot th» 
mackerel fisheries was passed, as were bills 
granting right-of-way for railway companies 
through tho CcBur d'Alone Indian reserva- 
tion in Idaho. Tho Bads' ship railway bill 
then came up and was advocated by Gibson 
and Hoar, tbo latter of whom yielded baforo 
ho had completed his speech, and tho senate 
adjournod. 


The houso sot osido "Wednesday next for 


tho delivery of eulogies on tho late Senator 
Logan. A bill was passed increasing tho 
limit of tbo cost of tho public building at 
Donvorto ?C?5,000, and a bill appropriating 
fCO.OOO for a public buudin; at Lafayette, 
Iud,t was also passed. In tho morning hour 
tho socato bill providing lor ton chiefs of di- 
vision for tbo land oflico ivas called up, and 
"Warner said tho appointments wore taken 
out of tho control of tho civil service reform 
law. This got tho Republicans to filibuster- 
ing and they used up tho morning hour in 
tliat way, tho bill wont over, and in com- 
mittee of the whole tho consular and diplo- 
matic appropriation was considered. Tho 
flght on tbis bill is on tho chango of compen- 
sation from fees to salaries. Belmont closed 
tho debate and tho committee rose; a bill was 
passod appropriating 
SdO.OOO for a public 


building at Portsmouth, Ohio, and tho houso 
adjournod. 


A GENTLE SORT OF BEAST.

WASHINGTON CITY, Fob. 11.—Gibson va- 


ried tho proceedings of tbo sonato when tho 
Bads' ship railway bill came up Thursday, 
by taking an unusual view of isthmian tran- 
sit. Ho supported the bill and all other at- 
tempt? to pierce tho isthmus, and wou'.d 
oven applaud tho gonins of De Lesseps if ho 
wero successful in opening tho Panama 
canal. Ho was not jealous of tho gallant 
nation which Do Losscps represented, becauso 
he believed tho ancient friendship between 
Franco and America would bo promoted 
through tho nctrality imposed on tho Panama 
canal. A vessel leaving tho port of Now 
Orleans would gain by tho Tehuautopec route 
1,200 
milos raoro than by tho Nicaragua 


route, and 2,i.'.'.0 miles more than by tho Pan- 
ama route. Ho had no particular;fear of tbo 
British lion, which, ho said, if treated prop- 
erly, was a peaceable one. Ho proposed to 
legislate on this question without reference 
to any resentment that might still linger in 
the minds of some against Great Britain. 


Hoar spoko in favor of tho bill|as one of 


the most important steps that the American 
people had taken for a generation, and of 
•which the prize was to bo thn control of tho 
markots of tho world. If the United Stales 
could hold her manufacturing indopoudeuca 
and got lior placo in tho markots of Asia aud 
South America, she would try conclusions 
with Great Britain as to commercial su- 
premacy. 
Vast as tho odds in favor of Eng- 


land wero, it was no presumption aud no 
idle boast to declare that tho well-paid labor 
of America would succood in wresting that 
supremacy from Englaud.

most fatal and most common. Husbands

sisters arc tyrannical; all op]>oso, contradict 
annoy ono another, nnd no ono thinks it in- 
cumbent upon him or on lier to keep that 
check on Uio temper and that padlock on 


lip*, which would bo a matter of obliga- 


tion k' a stranger ^voro present. 
Though 


there would bo infinite distress—mourning 
and lamentation unspeakable—should ono of 
tlio c:ross Drained brood die, there is a gen- 
eral at'.nosphero of sLorm, threatened or 
broken loose, which makes living in such a 
homo damaging to tho character nnd r.is- 
trossful to the sensibilities. 


Young wives nnd husbands cannot be too

Under the contract system the state ia 


simply tbe seller of the prison labor to 


the contract system went into effect, 
which was Jan. 1,1878, tbe prison was 
nearly self-eupporting from tbe sales of 
goods and materials and from the receipts 
from contract labor. From 1882 to 1836 
inclusive, the total appropriations ;for 
onrrent cipene;B and improvements' of 
tho prison, amounted to only S-19,1300, and

all will agree that prisoners must be 


employed at some manual labor and that 
n worehops. 
Enforced idleness will 


never do. They cannot produce any- 
thing that is worth making and is useful, 
without producing something that ia 
manufactured by free labor. It makes 
no difference what that article is, in some 
manner, though very slightly perhaps, it 
effects tho interests of soma ono outside 
he prison walla. 
Prisoners cannot be 


kept from moral rot and from mentil and 
physical decay, unless they became pro- 
ducers.

Tho >"umoro!iM' Tiling Which Our Foro- 


fathom Throw Away. 


There are hundreds of things which our 


forefathers threw away which wo find mar.y 
ways of utilizing. 
Within n. generation tho 


residuary products arising from tho manu- 
facture of gas, which were formerly consid- 
ertKl worthless, have fchrougli now methods of 
distillation and manufacture been made to 
j-iold coal oil, salts of ammonia, naphtha, tar, 
pitch, 
ereosox;. 
benzole, carbolic acid, 


parafllno, aniline, napthaline, and by com- 
bination with coal, shales, alum, copperu-S 
and sulphuric acid. So it is with the con 
tents of tho ragpickers' bag. Woolen rags, 
old stockings, white flannel, carpeting, serge, 
tailors1 trimmings, old coats, gowns and 
other condemned garments aro sent to tho 
i:hoddy manufacturer, tvbero they aro torn 
ir.to shreds, mixed with new wool and manu- 
factured into cheap and serviceable cloth. 
Woolen rags aro also ground up into flock 
and artificial flowers and can always be used 
no matter how old. 


Linen cloths are sent to tlio paper manu- 


facturer and transformed into the best paper. 
The enormous shop of Marcus Ward & Co., 
at Belfast, Ireland, depends largely upon tho 
linen manufactories of that place for its 
paper stock. 
Cotton rags go to paper mak- 


ir5, while house rags and disa cloths, which 
aro covered with grease, are sold to hop 
growers for manure. 
All kinds of paper aro 


sent to the papier maciic manufacturer, who 
produces various ornamental and useful 
artic'e?, such as tea trays, cigar and tobacco 
cases and match boxes. Bones are boiled for 
iucir grease and gelatine, converted into 
charcoal and used in sugar refineries, soM to 
;ho tanner who manufactures case handles, 
mite handles and other useful articles, or 
thoy aro ground up and sold to the fanner 
as phosphates of lime, forming an excellent 
and liighiy valued manure. 


Old bottles, vials and fragments of glass 


nro remelted, colored by a unique process 
and made into flat pieces which aro broken 
up into irregular shapes to servo as mosaic 
window glass. Pieces of tin and tin cans 
aro sold to chemical works or to manufact- 
urers who molt thorn into window weights. 
Old boots aro sold to men who patch them 
up for the cheap tr.ido, or i£ they aro too 
dilapidated they aro ground up with other 
fragments of leather nnd compressed into 
insoles for cheap shoes. Tho tin and solder 
aro removed from old Kancr;pans and sold to 
tho dealer in these articles. In Paris tho 
utility of everything is demonstrated. 
Coal 


and ashes are sold to brick burners, tho dye 
is extracted from scarlet cloths for wood 
staining purposes, and the b& lies of 'lead cats 
and dogs nrs ckisned and tho hides used ia 
tho manufacture of gloves, and ono enter- 
prising chap buys bits Of bread, grinds them 
up aad resells them to French coolcs as bread 
crumbs.—Brooklyn Eagle.

drawn by .the city attorney, after con- 
sulting with Mayor Winane. This docu- 
ment is quite lengthy, covering over 
twenty-sii pages of closely written lega] 
cap, and embraces all tho details ot a first 
class water wotl'.s plant. The following 
's a synopsis of tbe document, without 
reference to tho different sections: It 
provides ttot Ihe company accepting the 
same shall provide the city with pure- 
•wholesome water for Cre protection, for 
domestic IIECS, public schools, churches, 
public 
buildings 
and offices, engine 


houses, public parks, three fountains, 
five 
drinking fountains, for flushing 


sewers and Rutterpfeto., and for other 
public uses, and for business and manu- 
facturing purposes, tor a period of twenty 
years. The city gives the company the 
right to enter upon all the streets, alleys 
or public grounds in the city to lay pipes 
and erect hydrants, tho work to be com- 
pleted and put in operation within one 
year after signing or accepting this con- 
tract.

Two roads intha 
ecst have for 3omo time used steam in 
heating their oars and found it worked 
well.

NEW YORK, Fob, 11.—To any ono who 


takes a walk along tbo doc!a, thoro is every 
appoaranco that the groat strike ot "long- 
sboromon has failed. Tbo freight seems to 
bo 
promptly moved, tbo 
steamers arc 


promptly loaded and unloaded, and talk; 
with tho employers confirm this view. They 
say tho strike is ovor; they have all tho men 
they want, and are not negotiating with tho 
Knights of Labor or anybody else tor a com- 
proir.iso. In fact they ;have no interest in 
tbo matter. If Assembly -18 is still exerting 
itself and bos timo to kcop up tho talk of a 
strike that is its business, but the docks are 
manned nevertheless, and those who struck 
may hunt other work. 


In Jersey city tho striking freight handlers 


of the Erie railway made a raid upon pier 
!i of tho company's docks where £00 of tho 
Italians who had taken their places were 
asleep at2 a. m., but tho polico drove them 
off without much difficulty.
